SUMMER SLIPS 
CITY A WALLOP 


Two Overcome as Mer- 
cury Climbs to 94. 


With summer officially ¢till two 
days away, midsummer weather 
dropped in on Chicago yesterday as a 
part of a heat wave that covered the 
entire middle west. 

Starting from 64 degrees at 6 o‘clock 
ir Ahe morning, thé mercury rose to 
a maximum of 94 degrees at 5 in the 
afternoon, a climb of 30 degrees in 
eleven hours and the highest recorded 
for Juné here” since 1921 when it 
reached 95.

Helen Ford of Yale, attempting to 
throw light. om’ the cause of death: in 
young babies, reported the racial distri- 
bution of ‘deaths due to,all causea to 
diarrhoeal diseases, respiratory diseases, 
and to congenital defects in babies under 
1 month gt a’ge. So far as the death 
rate from“all causes the first.twelve ra- 
cial groups ranked as follows: ‘Negroes, 
Canadians, Poles, Irish, Austrians, white 
United : States stock, Gertrian, British, 
Hungarian, Scandinavian, ‘Russian, and 
Italian. The death faté of Negro babies 
‘was almost twice that of Italian babies. 

The death rates of the different racial 
stocks from diarrhoeal diseases ranked 
as follows: Polish, Austrian, Hunga- 
rian, Negro, Irish, Italian, British, Ca- 
nadian, Russian, German, white United 
States, and Scandinavian. The death 
rate from diarrheal diseases of the 
babies of Polish stock was almost four 
times that of the Scandinavian stocks. 

The rating from acute infections of 
the lungs and a'r pasSages was: Aus- 
trian, Polish, Italiai1, Hungarian, Lrish, 
Negro, Russian, German, Canadian, 
British, white United States, and Scan- 
dinavian. The Austrian stock rate was 
more than twice the Scandinavian stock 
rate.

Congenital defect is, however, the most 
frequent cause of death of babies under 
1 month of.age. Under this head the 
different stocks ranked as follows: Ne- 
groes, Canadians, white United States, 
British, Germans, Irish, Poles, Scandi- 
navians, Atistrians, Hungarians, Ital- 
ians, and Russians. The. Negro rate was 
not quite double that of the Russian 
stock. Most of the Russian stock group 
were Jews. 

Some part of the difference between 
different racial groups was due to dif. 
ference in such customs as: breast feed- 
ing. Some part of it was due to the dif-

Chicago, June 14.—In an editorial of 
Tus Crrcaco Trisunr reviewing the 
platform of Senator La Follette, TH 
TRIBUNB in a short paragraph attempts 
to dispose of Senator La Follette’s pro- 
posal of a general referendum on the 
question of war, with a summary con- 
temptuous gesture. But the question 
cannot be dismissed im such a ws 
ill-considered, irritable manner. 
question is one that merits serious 
thought; and the more it is studied, the 


spirit appéals to one. I am not of the 
same political faith as Senator la Fol- 


hlette, but the. difference in our political 
affiliations does not prevent me from - 


recognizing the merit of his plan to pre- 
vent war. The referendum alone might 
not be practical, but it could be used in 
connection with other provisions, such 
as leaving the power with congress to 
declare war in case of sudden invasion. 

THE TRIBUNE speaks of Senator la 
Follette’s proposal as the “ inspiration 
of nonsense”’ and as a contradiction of 
human intelligence. Such phrases may 
disturb the imagination for a moment, 
but on. reflection they are found to be 
meaninglegs, empty rhetoric. THs TRIB- 
UNE derisively compares a general] refer- 
endum on war to a declaration of war 
by a Indian tribal assembly. THe TrRIB- 
| UNB. seems to forget that the tribal as- 
sembly was the germ from which popu- 


‘Jar government originated; and that if 


such a system were got impracticable in 
large Communities, it would be the ideal 
mode of ascertaining the will of the 
people. Many distinguished writers 
praise the New England Town Meetifigs 
—which embody the idea of the tribal 
assembly—as representing the maximum 
degree of pure democracy; and express 
a regret that it is not practical to extend 
the system to national affairs. The 
nearest approximation to the New Eng- 
land Town Meetings is a general referen- 
dum. But the idea of a general referen- 
dum on war seems to startle THs Tris- 
UNE. Apparently THe Trisunz imag- 
ines that it is an unwarranted innovafion 
on the consecrated code of our goveri- 
ment. Doubtless the founders of our 
Constitution would be similarly shocked 
and horrified if they knew that the 
President of the United States is, in ef- 
fect, selected by a general referendum 
of the people instead of by electors, as 
was originally intended.

ers of World Congress.

, MOSCOW, June 198. — Trotzky re. 
ceived an ovation at the communist 
international congress at the Grand 
Opera house last night so startling, so 
unexpected and so tremendous as to 


portance in the internal politics of 
Soviet Russia. The immense building 
was packed to the utmost with 4,000 or 
6,000 leading supporters of the Rus- 
sian party machine which, of course, 
handled the distribution of tickets. 

Thus the stage was all set for the 
triumph of the machine leaders and 
especially Zinovief, the president of 
the communist international, rather 
than Trotsky. 

Reference to Lenin, 

The proceedings were opened by 
Kolarof, the international’s secretary, 
with a moving reference to the loss 
of Lenin—which the orchestra re- 
sponded by an unusually fine render- 
ing of the Bolshevik funeral’ 
and other members who died during 
the last year. Then EKolarof read the 
list of members of the “ Presidium” of 
the congress, beginning with Zinovief, 
whose name produced thirty seconds 
of applause. All recetved a similar 
tribute and as they filed ir and took 
their places at the red draped table on 
the stage. 

Trotzky, however, didn’t enter when 
his name was read, and Kolarof was 
about to pass on to other business 
when Trotzky crossed the stage quietly 
and sat down at the table. High up 
in the galleries a voice cried, “ There's 
Trotsky, hurrah for Trotzky.” Ina 
second the whole upper part of the 
house was on its feet, cheering madly. 

The contagion seized the delegates 
in the stalls and even the specially 
pivileged spectators consisting of 
about 400 sitting on the stage behind 
the presidium’s table. At the table 
itself where Trotzky sat motionless 
with his head resting on his elbows, 
several rose and cheered with the rest.
